Cruelty to Pigs. 

We note with satisfaction a very 
necessary strengthening of the Fe- 
gulations designed to prevent: un- 
due cruelty to pigs whilst in ‘tran- 
sit from or to the Colony aboard 
ship. The. previous requirements } 
have been . considerably amplified, 
whilst at the same time the rules 
have been made much clearer. In 
future, no head-to-tail stacking will 
be permitted, and very necessary 
provisions have been made -to cope 


with possible injury to the animals | 
through ships rolling .in .rough | 
weather, We observe that whilst’ 


it is Inid down .that “a alley-way 
shall be left.to allow. food and water 
to be given, there is nothing in the 
regulations which actually require 
these necessities to be provided; | 
the presumption, however, is that 
food and water must be periodically 
supplied. In the former regula- 
tion, the nature of the crates was 
indicated and the provision of mat- 
ting was made obligatory if bamboo: 
erates were used. For some*réa- 
son, these two points are not cover- 
ed in the new rules. Nevertheless, 
the amended regulations are a vast 
improvement on the old, and their 
enforcement should make jmpos- 
sible much of the terrible cruelty 
often inflicted on pigs during sea 
voyages, On the general question 
of crates used/té carry ‘pigs on 
shore, whilst the lining of ‘the 
bottom of these with mattiny pre- 
yents much suffering, we Cannot help 
thinking that they are ill-adapted 
for the purpose.

Three Chinese, a man named Nx

kwan, were charged before Me, But- 


ters atthe Kowloon Magistracy this 


morning With having asa ulted at 


‘curdactor af the’ Kowloon Metor 
last night in Prince Ed- 
ward Koad. The trot and third do. 
fondanis pleaded not guilty, but 
the second defendant admitted the 
charge. 

The complainant, Chin. Wai, said 
that the three men and another 
man .boarded his "bus about mid- 
night near. the Po Hing .theatre. 
They gave him the fare which was 
40 cents and-he gave them their 
tickets... At Prince Edward Road 
the second defendant produced a 
dollar and asked for small change. 
Witness refused to. yive small 
money, saying that it was against 
the regulations of the Company, 
The second defendant thereupon 
struck him on the face and the 
other two defendants also joined 
in the assault. Witness fell on 
the floor. of. the vehicle, bleeding 
from his nose. . 

When the "bus was stopped, two 
defendants got down and ran to- 
wards the’ railway ‘bridge — but 
were arrested. A Police Sergeant 
arrested the: second defendent 
near the bridge. When wit- 
ness fell down he had, his money

OBITUARY. 


‘WELI-KNOWN ENGINEER 
FOUND DEAD. 


Cairo, ‘Sept. 27. 
“Sir John Norton Griffiths, the 


eminent engineer, was found dead, 


in his. hotel at Alexandria this 
morning. 

His Company soudntly stopped 
the work of heightening the 
Assuan Dam, owing to alleged 
incompetent interference with the 
resident engincer's staff “by the 
Egyptian Government. ¢ : ‘ 

‘ : ’ Later. 

Sir John Norton Griffiths was 
found not at his hotel but in a 
surf boat in which he had paddled 
out alone from the beach at San 
Stefano, Alexandria. It © was 
noticed that the bont seemed 
empty and another boat went out 
to investigate. © Sir John was 
found dead with a bullet wound 
in his temple. 

When the Griffiths firm ‘stopped 
work on the dam, the Egyptian 
Government issued a communique | 
stating that Sir John had written 
to' the Government asking for 
financial assistance,— Renter. 

[Sir John Norton Griffiths has, 
been famous al! over the world as 
representative of an caginesr ing. 


firm and an engineering family. 
He was the first Baronet. Born 
in 1871, son of the late John 


Grifliths, he served in the South 
African war and at the age of 25 
was in command of scouts in the 
Matabele affair. He then joined 


.| Brabahts 2nd Division and after- 


wards was’ Captain: and Adjutant 
of Lord Roberts's, Bodyguard, on 
the Headquarters Staff in the war 
with the Boers. He was mention- 
ed in despatches three times and 
received two medals and clasps. 

In 1901 Capt. Griffiths married 
the daughter of. the. late Mr. 
Thomas Wood, of Browning, Wood 
and Fox. He entered Parliament 
in 1910, representing’ Wednesbury 
in the Conservative interest until 
1918, when ‘he was elected for 
Wandsworth Central. He sat 
until the Labour success of 1924, 

In the Great War, Cupt. Griffiths 
served . with distinction and 
became Lieut. Colonel. He was 
authorised in 1914 to raise the 
2nd King Edward's Horse, Later 
he was attached to the Staff of ie 
Engineer in Chief, G.H.Q.,, 
Organise and initiate tating 
companies of the ‘Royal Engineers. 
He was mentioned in despatches 
three times, and, in addition: to. 
his promotion, received the, D.5.0. 
In 1916°he was sent on a special 
mission, as General Staff Officer, 
First Grade, in connexion with 
corn und oil stores’ in Rumania, 
For his: work then ‘he was made 
Commander of the Grand Star of 
Roumania, an officer of the Legion 
of Honour and a member of the 
Russian Order of St. Vladimir. 
In the following year he was 
knighted K.C.B. 

After the War, Sir John became 
Foverning Director. of Norton 
Griffiths and Co, Ltd. Public 
Works Contractors, and in 1922 he 


was elevated to the Baronetcy. ; 
He leaves two. sons and | two 
daughters. The heir ix Peter, 


now aged 25. 

A-niece of the late Sir John 
Norton Griffiths married Major 
M. T. A. Kirby, who served with 
Sir John in: South Africa as a 
young man.-Sir John's eldest 
daughter is the wife of Mr. John 
Henry Thorpe, Recorder of Black- 
burn.
